DESCRIPTIONS OF NEW TYWENOPTERA,

(With Notes by W. J. Fox.) 

Photopsis picus sp. nov. 4 7-10 nn. loug, anterior wing 6-7 min,— Dark 
honey color; antenne fulyons. Legs variable, entirely pale ochreous, or dirty 
straw color, or the four hindmost femora largely blackened, Wings smoky hya- 
line, with a large fuscons cloud beyoud the murgivel cell: wervures partly brown and 
partly colorless, stigna dark brawn; sculpture ordinary ; pleura and dorsum of 
prothorax closely und deeply punctured ; mesothorax strongly, but not so closely 
punctured ; metathorax reticulate, Abdomen with first segment finely reticulate, 
second with numerous broadened shallow punctures; the remaining segments 
smooth and shiny, becoming punctured below on their distal margins; first joint 
of flagellnm a little longer than second. Mead round seen from in front, with 
the eyes large and black; metsthorax rapidly descending, but ronnded. Abdo- 
men elongate; the first segment with its anterior half very narrow, suddenly 
widening just before its middle to the bulbous posterior portion, whieh is rapidly 
narrowed at its junction with the second segment; genitalia projeeting in the 
form of a single short spine, which is slightly curved upwards. Very slightly more 
than half of the stiqau euclosed in marginal cell: marginal eell a little shorter than 
stigma, abruptly trancete before aud hehind ; two svimarginals only: the first long 
and narrow, longer than stigma; the second beneath the first, moderately small, 
triangular, its inferior distal angle a little more than a right angle; the single 
recurrent uervure entering second submargina before its middle. 

Hab.—sSanta 6, New Mexico (CkIL 1665, July 25, 1894, and 
CkIL, 1775, beginning of August, 1894); Las Cruces, New Mexico 
Ce. CO SW ea September, 1594); in Augustine, New Mexico 
(CRIL 2081, Aug. 28, 1894, and three others taken by Prof. Townsend 
at saine place and tune); all taken at light. The San Augustine 
spechnens show the whole range of the variation in the color of the 
legs. 

The species allied to 2. pieus ave in a considerable state of con- 
fusion, and it becomes necessary to enter into some detail in order 
to make the exact position of the new form clear, 

The supposed ine/fipes which (Ent. News,” 1894, p. 200) J 
compared with 2. ferrites, had been so named for me by Mr. Fox, 
but it turned out that this was a mistake. Thereupon, after com- 
parison with the coll, Am, Ent, Soe. it was labeled aZbipex; Iut 
when I wrote Mr, Fox that T could not separate this so-called adbipes 
from nudbecuta, he examined the collection and discovered that the 
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types of a/bipes were missing, and that the specimens (from Colorado) 
standing in their place were in fact vubecula. The original types 
of albipes were from Nevada. 

In the meanwhile Mr. Fox kindly sent a speeimen of what he 
considered true welfipes, from Arizona. This proved to be the same 
as what Thad labeled de/fragei, an example having been taken by 
Prof. Townsend at San Augustine, New Mexico, and another by 
Miss J, Casad ia the Mesilla Valley. Ma. Fox, being informed of 
this, wrote that wellipes Blake, and belfrage? Blake, were really the 
same species; be/frage’, baying more than ten years priority, is the 
correct name, 

But we have, from San Augustine (Prof. Townsend) and the Me- 
silla Valley (Prof. Wooton), also another form, which flies with be/- 
fragei, aid very exactly vesembles it, except that it has a black 
head. This, evidently, is P. aweflaniceps Blake, but I judge it to be 
only a variety of belfeage?, which Mr. Fox admits is perhaps the 
Case. , 

At Santa Fé T eaught a Photopsis and sent it to Mv. Pox; word 
vame back that it was 7?. vokomis, though small. IT regret that I 
did mot study it, as T find among my Santa Fé Photopsis no uokouits, 
but only picus. However, that picus is distinct from nohoucis cannot 
be doubted. 

Mr. Fox writes: ‘the color of nofonis varies; but the species is 
easily distinguished from those mentioned above [nubeeuta, ete.) by 
the shape of first abdominal seginent, which is shorter and gradually 
broadened from the base ; in the others it is suddenly dilated at about 
the middle and is much longer, The width of this segmeut at apex 
ix variable in wehonis.” 

P. picus, on the other hand, has the first segment shaped like that 
of wabecula. If piews is held sideways, the abdomen, with the first 
segment, suggest the body and head of a woodpecker, whence the 
speciiic name, So also in wiebecula, but the segment in pews aver- 
aves slenderer, 

The other type is illnstrated by P. efara Bl. a Texas speciien, 
of which IT have from Mr. Fox. In this the abdomen, with first 
segment, might be compared to the body and head of a vulture, in 
the posture with the head depressed upon the shoulders. 

Mr. Fox points out the little brushes of hair on the apices of ven- 
tral segments + and 5 in wabeeala, These are entirely wanting in 
pieus, which can also be distinguished from «ubeenta by its venation. 
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A qnestion remains as to a/bipes, Mar, Fox suggests that it may 
perhaps be the same as ibecu/a, though Cresson does not mention 
the abdominal brushes; or it may, he adds, be the new form picus. 

Tt seems to me that in all probability «/bipes is a good species, and 
Tam snre it cannot be picus. 

The piens-nubecula-belfraget group is recognized by the large fus- 
cous cloud, varying in intensity beyond the marginal cell. But 
albipes is said to have the marginal cell itself with a fuscous cloud, 
and nothing is said of any beyond. To further distinguish ulhipes 
from pieus are the three submarginal cells, picus having never more 
than two, 

The following table will serve to separate the species allied to 
pieus, Which are found in the Mesilla Valley :

A word may be added to the generic name employed, Mr. Fox 
having proposed to merge Photopsis in Spherophthulina. To me, 
genera are mainly a matter of convenience; and as Spherophthulma 
is already inconveniently large, it seems suitable to distinguish from 
it such a series as Photopsis, which is easily recognized by ite peculiar 
facies, and, moreover, differs from Spherophthalna in being (ike 
Brachyeistis) strictly nocturnal. It may be that some supposed spe- 
cies of Sphierophthatna are really females of Photopsis. Thus I 
found a single specimen at Las Cruces, New Mexico, which My. Fox 
tells me is Spherophthalme marpesia BL, thongh small. To me it 
appears to be the female of Photopsis concolor, which is common in 
the same vicinity. Bunt, as Mr, Fox observes, there is uo way of 
proving this at present, and S. warpesia must be held distinet. 

Brachycistis perpumetatus n. sp. $4. Nearly 6 mm. long. perfectly 
black, except the dark brown antenne and tarsi, the ferruginous Maandibles, and 
the lateral margins of the dorsal abdominal segments shining ferruginous in cer- 
tain lights; the tegule are shining black; the large stigma is black, the veins 
dark brown, the wings quite clear. Antenne long, first and second joints of 
flagellum practically equal. the second perhaps a little the longer. Head, thoray 
and abdomen shining. with sparse whitish hairs, niost perceptible on the abdomen ; 
the whole body surface is rather sparsely, hut very strougly punctate, the pune- 
tures on the mesothorax being very large; the first abdominal segment is lirge, 
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high, with its suture with the second constricted ; viewed from the side the shape 
of the first segment may be compared to that of the head of a young chicken; 
the stigma is, if anything, a little nearer to the base than to the apex of the 
wing; the marginal cell is excessively marrow and short, and does not reach the 
costal margin: there are only two subinarginals, the first long, the second small 
and triangular, but still largev than the marginal; it receives the recurrent ner- 
vure much before its middle; the intermediate tibie are spinose at tip, hut there 
is only one spur, properly spenking: the abdomen is terminated by a siugle fer- 
roginous spine, curving upwards; the eves are not precisely round, but suboval

though there ix no trace of a third sabmarginal cell. Tt is by this 
character and the black tegule, that it will be known from L. atratus 
= , 
(Blake), which it evidently much resembles. 
This year, at Las Cruces, BL cleyantilus has been taken in May, 
and 2B. ghebrelfus in April and June. 


Oxybelus spavcideus 1. sp.—Male about 5.5 min. long, strongly and 
densely puuctuved ; black with yellow markings; silvery pubescence on cheeks 
and thee; prothorax carinate; seutellunt with an obscure longitudinal keel; 
squama large, rounded, suboyute, uot pointed as in cauarginatus, but having a 
sinall and easily-overlooked Jateral spine; spine broad, deeply emarginate, the 
emargination forming a little less than a right angle; plente with minute, ap- 
pressed, silvery hairs: first segment of abdomen deeply longitudinally suleate ; 
apex of abdomen roundly cnutrgiuate. Antenne dark brown, paler beneath : 
mandibles vellow with black tips: superior border of prothorax very pale yellow: 
teguke and spine rufous: squaure and au oblique spot anterior to cach, yellow ; 
abdominal bauds yellow, more or less iuterrupted in the middle; last segment 
rofous; femora black, auterior and middle femora with silvery pubeseence and 
their distal ends yellow: tibie yellow, posterior tibite anteriorly black; tarsi 
vellow, Wings hyaline, velus piceons, 

Hab.— Las Cruces, New Mexico (Ck 1966, Aue. 24, 1894). 

The specific mame is derived from the resemblance which the spine 
aud squane preseut to the tail with hindnost fins of a fish of the 
genus Diplodus, family Sparicdie. 

One has to consider the possibility of this being a variety of the 
9 of O. eurginatus., | Nave a & of emarginatus, kindly identified 
by Mx. Fox, whieh [took ti lax Cruces (CkIL 2436), and it differs 
in its entirely black prothorax, in the absence of the spots before the 
squanne, in the shape af the squame and the spine, ete. Tt would 
appear from Robertson’s description (Ts, Am. Tent. Soe, xvi, 84) that 
the spots before the squiume are usual in Q enuerginatis, Robertson 
says, also, sides of prothorax yellow. 

(NoTE.— 0. spuridens is evidently distinet from O. enurginalius—the spine is 
differently shaped and the body more coarsely punctured,—W, J. F.] 
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Oxybelus subeovrunutus 1. sp.—Female about & mim, long, strongly 
punctured, but not so closely on abdomen its in sparidens. Black, with yellowish 
white markings; silvery pubescence on face aud plenvae: vertex with a snl 
tubercle, looking something like a fourth ovellus; prothorax carinate; scutellin 
not carinate, or very fecbly and almos¢ invisibly so; squamee joined in the middle 
line, each ending apically in a strong curved tooth; spine small, rather broader 
at end than at base, abruptly trancate ; median sulcus of first abdominal segment 
almost entirely obsolete, or at least very shallow; tip of abdomen truneate, very 
feebly subemarginate. Antenne black, slightly brownish towards tips; posterior 
lateral tubercles of prothorax whitish ; teguhe testaceous > squama nnd spine 
whitish. Abdomen with the bands yellowish white, interrupted in the middle ; 
femora black, posterior borders of anterior and middle ones mostly white; tibiae 
mostly black on one side, the other vide of anterior tibie rufous, of middle and 
pesteriar, white 5 anterior tarsi rufous; posterior and middle white, the temminal 
joints darkened. Wings hyaline, veins piceous. 

TIab,—\Las Cruces, New Mex., Aug. 11, 1894(C. H. T. Townsend). 

This seems very near to OV, cornutus Rob., and might be a form of 
the 9 of that species (Robertson only describes the 3). In swb- 
cornutus the ocelli are normally placed, and the pie ix truncate, not 
rounded, The mandibles of subcoriutus are rufous in middle as in 
COPIES. 

Mr. Fox recognized cornutus in 2 Las Cruces specimen formerly 
sent him, and this circumstance favors the idea of subeornutus being 
a form of the same. 

[NoTE.—O. subcornitius ditfers from the Q of coriufus by the sparser punctua- 
tion of dorsulum and abdomen, particularly that of the second ventral segment: 
in cornatus it is covered with coarse, rather close punctures. while in subcornutis 
it is very sparsely punetured. The form of the abdominal markings is different 
alsoe— Wed als)

broad and thick; seen from in front broader than high; eyes elongate-oval, pat- 
allel. entire, olive-green, further apart from each other than the greatest length 
of either; ocelli about as far from eyes as the third and fourth joints of antenme, 
hind ocelli a little nearer to cach other than the length of the third antennal 
joint. Head piteh-black, strongly punctured on vertex, but with a smooth, 
shining spot, about as hig as an ocellus, some distanee behind the ocelli; checks 
and face covered with appressed, shining. silvery hairs; overlapping the base of 
the mandibles, on each side, it a triangular tuft of reddish hairs, and immediately 
above this tuft is an obliquely oval, pale yellow spot, rather obseu red by the sil- 
very hairs: mandibles reddish at tips, and witha sinall yellowish white spot ex- 
termally at the hase Antenne about as long as the head is high, black, with the 
end of the scape broadly pale yellow ; fourth joint about half as long as third. 
Thorax black, with the collar, tubercles, tegule, transverse band on seutelfum 
and small mark on each side, aud trausverse hand on post-scutellum, lemon-yvellow ; 
metathorax truncate; prothorax in front shining, sparsely punctured ; mnesothorax 
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strongly and thickly punetured; scutellum and post-scutellum mostly smeoth ; 
metathorax rough; plenree and sides of metathorax with silvery hairs, Thorax 
not so broad as head, and not very much greater in bulk. Abdomen hardly as 
long as head and thorax, shining, bunt well punetured. suture between first and 
secoud segments fairly eonstmeted ; color black, with broad lemon-yellow bands 
on segments 1-5, that on 1 broadly interrupted in the middle, that on 2 narrowly 
interrupted, the others continous, those on 3 and 4 somewhat narrowed in the 
middle; venter with three interrupted bands. Cox black, with their tips more 
or less yellow; femora black, with their distal tips yellow; tibie yellow in front 
and rufous belind on fore legs, middle tibie yellow without and lemon within, 
hind tibie yellow without and black within, but wholly yellow at their proximal, 
and wholly black at their distal ends; tarsi of anterior legs rufous, the others 
piceous. Wings smoky hyaline, neryures piceous, stigma brown; third submar- 
ginal rapidly narrowing to marginal, a dcep sinus between them; marginal about 
as long as first subnarginal, narrowly obliquely truncate, with a small stump of 
a neryure at its tip; first submarginal somewhat longer than second and third 
combined ; second small, nearly half narrowed the marginal, receiving the first 
recurrent nervure a little beyond its middle; third receiving the second reenrrent 
nervure much before its middle. 

Hab,—Las Cruces, New Mexico, June 8, 1894 (CkIL, 872). 

The broad head and high-set antennee have somewhat the aspect 
of a bull’s or buftalo’s head, whence the specific name. 

The United States species of Aphifanthops may he separated thus:

Cameron las deseribed two species, .L. marginipennis and A, pine- 
tifrous Cain, from Mexico, but they both appear to me to belong to 
Eucerceris; the first mentioned being allied to L. cunaliculitus Say, 
though evidently distinct. 


Nysson solani n. sp. Q.—Length about 6 mmn., of anterior wing 4} mm, 
Head and thorax black; legs and abdomen except tip, rufous. ead seen from 
above about twice as broad as long, about as broad as thorax ; seen from in front 
transversely oval. Black, strongly rugose punctate, sparsely clothed with ap- 
pressed white hairs, which, becoming denser, form a conspicuous silvery band on 
the face bordering each eye, extending to the insertion of the antenme ; elypeus 
black, with white Indrs; mandibles mfous, with blackish tips. Antenne very 
dark brown, first joint of flagellum longer than second. Thorac black, very 
strongly rugoso-punctate; anterior portion of prothorax, tegule and metathorax 
rufous. but the last very dark; mesothorax with a faintly indieated median 
groove; netathorax with a sharp spine on each side, Legs rufous, tarsi darker ; 
fourth joint of hind tarsus conspienously the shortest; spurs at apex of hind 
tibia black, unequal, the one on the inner side being the longer; hind tibia with 
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five short, stout spies on its onter edge, of these one is apical, and the interval 
between the apical and the one before it is conspicuously greater than that be- 
tween any other two. Wings smoky, iridescent: marginal eell subtruneate, more 
dusky than the rest of the wing; two submarginals only, the normal second sub- 
marginal being wanting instead of the third; second submarginal distinetly 
truncate, forming by its junetion with the marginal a short-stemmed Y. the arms 
of which are about eqnal. Abdomen punetate, each segment, except the last, with 
a silvery band aloug its inferior margin above and below; first two segments 
rufous, next three rufons with dorsum blackish, last mostly black 

ITab.—Las Cruces, New Mexico, July 15, 1895, on Solanvim 
eleagnifolim., : 

My. Fox, who first recognized this species as new, observes that it 
ix near O. dellus Cr., but differs in its fmer punctuation of abdomen, 
and by lacking the yellowish markings on thorax and abdomen. It 
may be added that its peculiar venation distinguishes it at once from 
any known North American species. 

[NoTE, —lt is doubtful in my mind whether the absence of the seeond submar- 
ginal cell is more than an anomalous charaeter. Nysson bicolor, of whieh also hut 
a single speeimen is known, possesses pnt two submarginals, but in that species it 
is the third, not the seeond, cell that is wanting. A larger series is necessary to 
demonstrate the constancy and value of these supposed, at least at the present 
time, charaeters. V. solani is remarkable for its very strongly serrated hind 
tibize, a character existing in N. tecanus and fuscipes, and which is not present in 
the species more closely allied to soleni—_W. J. F.] 


Prosopis subtilis Fox in litt, n. sp.— @ about 6 mm, long, black, with 
yellow marks on face, prothorax and legs. Head not very broad; thorax nearly 
twice as long as high, metathorax snbtruneate, but with rounded outlines. Head 
and thorax rather dull, abdomen shiny ; punctuation of vertex and dorsulum fine, 
elose and uniform, giving a somewhat granular appearance under a lens of low 
power; metathorax more rugulose, but not conspieuously so, its middle portion 
yery finely transversely striate; punetuation of abdomen minute, shallow and 
inconspieuous ; sides of face, to a short distance above the insertion of the an- 
tennie, primrose yellow, this yellow conimences narrowly at lower margin of 
eye, and following the edge of the elypeus etadually wideis, reaching its greatest 
width a short distance below the antennre, atter whieh it more rapidly narrows 
again to the eye-margin, just touching the outer edge of the sockets of the an- 
tenme; at its upper termination it does not actually reach the eye-margin, being 
separated therefrom by a very narrow and short descending tongue of black ; 
the rest of the face is black, except the lower margin of clypeus, which is broadly 
rufous, with centrally an obscure yellowish spot, whence proceeds upward a 
snffused rufous tongue; the rufous of the elypeus therefore resembling, in outline, 
a trefoil leaf, or perhaps rather an inverted T ends of mandibles shining 1 fous; 
flagellum more or less festaccous below, blackish above ; hind margin of protho- 
rax narrowly yellow, the yellow interrupted in the middle; tnbereles yellow ; 
teguke with a yellow spot on anterior, and a subrufous spot on posterior half. 
Femora black with the extreme tips reddish yellow: anterior tibiz yellowish in 
front, black behind; middle tibiw with the base rather broadly, and the apex 
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narrowly reddish yellow; posterior tibie with more than the basal (proximal) 
third pale vellow: tarsi yellowish, with a reddish tinge, darkened toward the 
tips. Wings hynline, with a slightly dusky tinge; second submarginal very little 
narrowed toward marginal, rather more than half as long as first submarginal. 
Hab, —Las Cruces, New Mexico, on Solidago, by the acequia, 
close to Sehaublin’s mill, Aug. 24, 1894 (CRKIL, 1997), also two other 
specimens taken on the same day (CkIL, 1971, 1956). The locality 
of subtilis is about two and three-fourths miles from that of 2. bipes, 
ix evidently new, differing in its 
subtile sculpture, color of anteunze, and spot at apex of clypeus.”

This species and bipes were sent to Mr. Fox with a query as to 
their identity with 7. fawbijrons, but he informs me that they are 
not that species, and points out that they are certainly also distinet 
from one another, 

Althongh they present considerable superficial resemblance, careful 
exrunination reveals numerous potits of difference which cannot be 
attributed to variation. The following table will assist in their 
separation :

Perdita nuamerata yy, sp. 9.—Length about 5.5 mm.; head and thorax 
brassy green, abdomen banded pale yellow and black, Lead broader than long, 
inner orbits parallel, clypeus and lower part of sides of face with sparse punc- 
tures, vertex finely rugulose ; pubescence of head, as also thorax, scattered white 5 
mandibles pale yellowish, rnfous at tips: labrim prominent, black; elypeus 
shaped something like a cocked hat, shiny, dull white, with very conspicuous 
black marks on its dise, 7.7, a pair of broad vertical bars, a little converging 
above, and not reaching the margin above or below, and a spot without each bar, 
below the level of its middle, thus +) + ; small quadrangular pateh between 
upper edge of clypeus and the antenne, and a more or less triangular patch on 
each side between clypens aud lower front edge of orbit dull pinkish; the latter 
pinkish patch extends along orbit abont as far as the level of the insertion of the 
antennee, but along elypeus only about as far as the black spot; ridge between 
antemnme distinct. Antenne above blackish, below yellow, the last joiut more or 
less trnneate; collar, tabereles, and a band on upper edge of prethorax broadly 
interrupted in the middle yellowish white; mesothorax shining, rugulose, very 
sparsely puuetured, median groove distinet ; seutellum rather more closely pme- 
tured; metathorax bluish-green or bluish, contrasting with the brassy green 
mesothorax, sentelluim and post-scutellum; upper part of metathorax shiny, 
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appearing microscopieally tesselated. Femora black, with pale yellow distal 
ends; anterior and middle tibiae pale yellow with a black pateh belrind ; hiud 
tibie much longer, with long hairs, and almost all black ; anterior and middle 
tarsi pale yellow, hind tarsi black: teguke very pale yellow. Wings fairly ample, 
hyaline, nervures and stigma piceous, almost black, nervuyes all very distinct ; 
stigma not at all pale in the middle; marginal cell short, not longer than stigma : 
second snbmarginal greatly narrowed above, practically triangular. Abdomen 
with the first dorsal segment black, with a small, transverse, yellow band, broken 
centrally and not reaching the sides on the dise; second, third, fourth and fifth 
semments with their their distal half (or more) black, and the proximal lalf pale 
yellow, the bands not united in the middle line, nor conspicnously indented 
venter dirty vellow, with a pair of dark oval spots on each segment. 

Hab,—tLas Cruces, New Mex., May 2, 1895, on Safir (CkIL, 2898). 

The shape of the second submarginal cell is like that of 2. areuata 
Fox, but 2. vinmerate is totally distinct by its face markings from 
any other species that IT know of. The number 11 on the clypeus 
will at once distinguish it.

Sphieerophthalma wiekhamii n, sp. Q.—About 10mm. long. Head 
large, a little broader than thorax, quadrate seen from above, subcireular seen 
from in front; color orange-brown ; face and crown strongly punctured, covered 
with appressed shiny orange-red hairs, with blackish, erect hairs interspersed, 
the latter longest above the eves; clypens with long, pale yellowish hairs; man- 
dibles shiny rufous with black tips. Antenne brown, blackish towards tips, first 
joint of flagellum a little longer than second. Thorax orange-brown, punctate, 
becoming strongly reticulate on metathorax ; strongly constricted at sides: mar- 
gin above the smooth and shiny lateral excavations dentate; pubescence similar 
to that of head, hut not so dense on pro- aud mesothorax, but anterior part of 
prothorax and greater part of metathorax bare: coxw and femora orange-red, 
tips of femora blackish; tibize and tarsi blac 





kish, more or less covered witn pale 
yellowish shiny hairs; tarsal spines rnfous, tibial spurs whitish, minutely ciliate. 
Abdomen pyriform, first segmeut broad and sessile, orange-red basally and nearly 
destitute of hairs, but distal half dorsally covered by dense, appressed, shiny, pale 


golden hairs; second segment black, finely punctate, with a slight median golden 





streak on its anterior third; a large squarish, pale golden spot on each side, and a 
rather broad, median, pale golden fringe on the posterior margin; the last-men- 
tioned fringe occupies about the middle third of the margin of the dorsal portion 
of the segment, the remaining part of the margin being black, exeept a smatl 
golden patch on the extreme lateral portion ; the large pale spots are farther from 
each other than the diameter of cither: remaining segments black, heavily 
fringed with pale golden hairs, except the last, which has the hairs orange-red ; 
ventral surface of abdomen with pale hairs; that of second segment strongly 
punctate and rufous. 
Hab—HHouston, Texas (H. FP. Wickham); one specimen. 


This species is allied to 8, quadvigutteta Say, which it resembles. 
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
